Rural Nilk Route 
is Established by 
Decatur Creamery 


11,473 Bales Cotton 
Ginned in Coanty 


There were 11,473 bales of cotton 
gginned in Morgan county from the 
crop of 1917 prtor to November 14, as 
compared with 14,629 bales ginned for 
the same period last year, according 
to the report oí C. E. Walker, county 
statistician, as made public today. 
Ginning has been delayed owing to 
the crop being extremely late, and 
indications aw* that the total yeild of 
the county will be near that of last 
year, when the entire crop has been 
harvested 


As an inducement to Morgan coun­ 
ty farmers to produce more milk, the 
Decatur Creamery today established 
the first milk route in this section of 
the state, their collecting truck leav­ 
ing their plant each morning, going 
west out Courtland pike and returning 
on the Trinity road. 
Mr. Clopton, having already made 
a survey of this route, states that the 
farmers are very enthusiastic over 
the prospects of having a daily mark­ 
et at their door for milk, as very few 
of them are producing enough milk 
to justify them to make a trip to mar­ 
ket and consequently many of them 
have been feeding their milk to their 
Pigs. 
The management of the 
creamery 
states that should they get the prop­ 
er co-operation from 
farmers 
and 
small dairymen that they will put 
routes on all main roads of Morgan, 
Lawrence and Limestone counties.

ISibi# Varieties May B* lastly Identi­ 
fied With Ever else of n Little 
Cars, Says Agricultural 
Expert 


Every year there are t few eases 
of mushroom poisoning. 
In some in­ 
stances the Individual Is only made 
sick, while in other cases th« results 
are fatal. 
It Is dtfllcult to lay Oown any hard 
and fast rales that can be used to dis­ 
tinguish between edible and poisonous 
mushrooms, 
tn some eases a specie* 
that may be harmless for one Individ­ 
ual may cause eerlous digestive dis­ 
turbance* In another. There la, how­ 
ever, one gmnp of mvShrooms that ta 
deadly poisonous. 
This is the group 
of Amanltes. says W. W. Robbins of 
the Colorado 
Agricultural 
college. 
There are a number of specie# of 
Amaatta. all of which are deadly pois­ 
onous. 
The deadly Amnnttas have 
white gills, a ring about the stem Just 
bensath the cap. and.a cup o r scaiga 
at the baee of the stem. 
Jfc 
Do not place any reliance tn the 
fneny popular end tredttlonil tests of 
poisonous or edible qualities. 
These 
tests are entirely worthleea. The dis­ 
coloration of a silver spoon; sinking 
ta water; or brilliant coloration—are 
DO indication of either poisonous or 
•dlble qualities 
Furthermore, 
the 
notion that poisonous mushrooms can 
be rendered harmless by boiling In 
water and then washing thoroughly In 
eoid water Is erroneous. 
One can vastly become fa miller with 
a few edible kind* of mushrooms. 
Thera are many of these springing up 
In our lawns, dooryards and 
along 
fences. One may feel absolutely safe 
tn aetng ell those mushrooms having 
blank gills which dissolve with age 
loto an Inky mass. 
These, of course, 
must be eaten before turning black, 
bat usually several stages of ripening 
will be found in the same clump or 
group of individuals, eo that identifi­ 
cation can be made. 
Among these 
black gill epcclet are the ’’shaggy 
iuane.” with a more or les* bell-shaped, 
creamy-white rap which becomes shag­ 
gy, and the *Taky-rap” growing in 
dense clusters. 
These two are both 
common in lawns, gardens, etc., from 
spring to autumn and are among the 
best of our edible forms. 
All of the 
puff-ball* are edible, and excellent If 
eaten when the flesh Is white and 
solid. 
Mushrooms are sometimes soon at­ 
tacked by worms, and in gathering 
those which have perhaps stood long­ 
er than the others it la well to break 
off the caps and note whether the 
worms have worked their way up 
through the stalk into the cap. 
The deadly mushrooms are those 
which possets the following three char­ 
acteristics: 
(1) white gills; <2 ) a 
ring on the stein Just beneath the ra p ; 
and (3) a cup or scales at the base of 
the stem.
